MASSACRE BY RUSSIANS. 


Suid to Have Murdered Several Thoii- 


Kuud CIiIncHC Aloiiff Amur Border. 
London, Sept. 21.—The Moscow corre- 


spondent of The Standard sends a lurid 
story of alleged massacre of Chinese at 
Blagovestcheask when the troubles oc- 
curred there. 
He declares that the whole Chinese 


population of 5,000, including women 
and children, were escorted out of the 
town one morning to a spot five miles up 
the river. Then they were led in batches 
of a few hundred at a time to the river 
hank and ordered to cross to the Chiueso 
side. Xo bouts were provided, and the 
river is a mile wide at this point. Men, 
women and children were either thrown 
into the river or on the least show of ro 
sihtauce- were stabbed or shot by the cs 
cort. which was composed of Russian 
workmen and some peasants. Any of the 
riuuese who attempted to land after be- 
ing thrown into the river were either 
clubbed or shot. None escaped. The riv- 
er'bunk was strewn with corpses for 
miles above and below the town. 


The massacre, the correspondent says, 


with undoubtedly performed under direct 
orders from the authorities. A tide of 
slaughter was thus let loose throughout 
the Amur region. Henceforth every Rus- 
sian knew Unit lie was fully licensed to 
kill as he chose. Not less than 7,000 
Chinese were1 similarly murdered in vil- 
lages on the Russian bank. 


The correspondent asserts that the ac- 


count is authentic. He says that it has 
reached the highest qmuters and that an 
investigation has been bin:ted.

should not bo slandered.

All thu old poi- 
sons und tho new discoveries of chemistry 
wero tried, but they proved worthless. A 
hungry panther or jackal might easily 
enough swallow a few grains of arsenic or 
a strychnine pill placed in n piece of raw 
meat, but a baboon is never deceived by 
so simple a method. Ho is a delicate and 
refined fellow, accustomed generally to 
live upon eggs, fruits, lizards and differ- 
ent kinds of insects.

Ho Told tho Indians It Was His "Arrow! 


In Heaven." 
j 


Ben L. Jones has converted the old forij 


built in 1800 ut Fort Hawkins into a- bam.' 
Although tho old log structure has stood; 
the storm of shot and shell aud has been, 
exposed to all the varying changes of 
weather since that early period, not an un- 
sound timber is to be seen in it today., 
The logs of which it is constructed ore as! 
solid nud sound as they were at first. The 
fort was made of Georgia heart pine, and; 
today it would burn like rosin if a match 
were stuck to a ragged end. 


The structure was built as n government 


trading post or factory, where deerskins 
were purchased from tho Indians. During! 
the Crook wur, from 1812 to 1814, it was oj 
rendezvous and distributing point for the* 
United States soldiers, and Major Phil1 
Cook wan in command. Anticipating tho 
dangers from tho torch of the treacherous: 
red man, the whites built tho fort on aJ 
high stone foundation, the floor of thol 
wooden structure extending beyond the! 
rook walls. Portholes wore made lp tha 
extended floor so as to shoot Indians who 
might try to scale tho walls to set fire to 
thu woodwork. 


During the famous Creek war incident 


by Teoumsoh and his brother, who was 
known as tho prophet, this building was 
in the COUUT of tho territory attacked. 
Teournsoh was ono of the most eloquent of 
Indians, and when the war was begun be- 
tween Grout Britain and the United States 
ha communicated with tho tribes from 
Florida to Canada, advising them that 
then was tho time for the Indians to re- 
claim their lands from tho whites. He 
read in an eastern paper that a aomeb 
•would appear in Mio sky at n given tiruo. 
So ho notified the Indians that when his 
arrow appeared in the heavens it would bo 
a sign for them to attack the whites. Old 
Fort Hawkins perhaps was more vigor- 
ously attacked in pursuance of this ordar 
than was any other in tho country. 


The fort received its name from Hon. 


Benjamin Hawkins, a senator from North! 
Carolina, who had been appointed a com- 
missioner to Georgia to draw up a treaty* 
with the Creuk Indians. 


Tho building which Mr. Jones convert- 


ed into a barn is a historical curiosity, and,1 
interesting volumes might be written 
about the scenes and tragedies that have* 
taken placo around it.—Mucou Telegraph.,
